furiouſly, and in a ſhort time laid the Street wholy in Aſhes, to the great affright- 
ment of all the Inhabitants in thoſe parts. 

- There was a great Ship a Building, inthe Dock, hard by Sir, william Warrens 
Houle, which belonged to one Sir Fobn Wkitewand, who profterred and gave 200 /. 
to the Seamen to ſave, her, which with great Labour and Pains they did it, being 
a Miracle to all the tuture SpeAators how ſhecſcaped, conſidering the Houſes that 
were Burnt ſo near her, and a-great quantity of ] imbecr that lay there was like» 
' wiſe conſumed, 

It Burnt all Mz»4ay Morning up towards Wapping- wall, and . about 12 at Noon 
ft took hold 6f a great Pile 'of Building, called the Old Whater-houſe, which it 
Conſumed inlefs than an hovr, and then, i: croſſing the way, Burnt very furiouſly 
along the Water fide, and had it not been tor the Vigilane carc and great Induſtry of 
his Grace the Duke of Aibermarle, the Lord Craver, and the 2 Sheriffs of London, 
who not only put courage into thoſe mirrour of Men ( the Seamen ) ( whole Ls 
bour and Pains, as well in this as in other Fires, might not be forgosten ) but alſo by 
their wiſdom and direQtion Ordered ſeveral Houſes to be Blown up, which put 
ſome preſent ſtop to it, elſe ir tad rook hold of a great Ship- that lay by Wapping» 
wall, but then the Tide coming in they got her oth, and ſeveral others that lay on 
Ground there, 

The Fire,notwithſtanding the many Houſes that were Blown up,continued vehe- 
mently Burning up, to the Wapring-wall, and fo to King-ftreer-Eridz, and nicar to 
New-Gravel-lane, and could nor be ſtopped there, being many Timber Houſes, and 

*. others whoſe out Walls ( as is uſual there abouts ) were nothing but Deals Tar'd 
without fide, which was but as Tinder to the Fire, fo chat it was about 4 aClock in 
the Afternoon. before they could get the head of it, the Wind having becn very 
High and continued We _— Night and all Munday. 

There were many People Deſtroyed 3 or 4 of whichl ay as open Spectacles, and, 
"tis ſaid, above 20 more are Burnt and Maimed; one was knocked on the Head by 
Timber, as a Houſe Blew up, bur it will be ſome time before the true Account of the 
Loſs 'of Men killed and wounded can be known, The damage that both Rich rnd 
Poor bave ſuſtained by this Fire cannot yet be Compured, the greateſt Suffercr,if we 
may give credit to common Report, is Sir William #arren ; who hath loſt ſome 
hundreds a year. Therc are many Timber, Yards Burnt andgreat ſtacks of Coles, and 
according to moſt Mens Judgments, there are about a Thouſand Houſes Burnt 
and Blown vp, beſide a great Number that are ſpoiled ; to particularize of each 
Mans Sufferings and Loſs, would be to tedious, time will too ſoon ſhew and diſco- 
ver it, the effects are very fad already, all the Fields belonging to the Lady: /vey 
( who was likewiſe a conſiderable ſufferer in this Calamity, the Poor there much la- 
menting her, ſhe being eminent for her Charity ) and all up to Srepney were filled 
with Pcoplcs goods, as alſo choſe Fields that were berween that place and #hitc- 

| Choppet and ſeyeral Ships that lay in the River were filled with goods, the like, 
unleſs.it was the great Fire, has not been knownly, it exceeding the co ton 
of moſt, the'great Fire in Southwark; and the Loſs of ſome Timbermen had becn 
far greater wear, Say by great help ſaved their Wood in the River, how this Fire 
Came is not yet -Rftown. The report ( as in ſuch accidents ) being various, many 
affirm it was by 'the careleſsneſs of a Sarvant, who being to Riſe early to waſh 
on Munday Morning, let the Candle ſtand burning by her, arid ſhe falling a Slcep,it 
took hold of .the Bed, others ſay it came by earcleſsnefs of a Sewer, who lay ina 
Garret of the ſaid Houle, and fell ſuddenly a Sleep, ſetting his Candle burning by 
 himbhe being lirtle leſsthan Drunk,when he came home}but the truth of that, as alſo 
the Loſs, the Number of Houſes Burnt; the Men Slain and Wounded, muſt be left 
for future time to diſcover, at it would be well if this might be a Wagning to all 
negligent Servants, who by their carcleſneſs may wine more Familizs in a Day _- 
ighe

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Night, than a whole Age may Repair again. There was a Fellow ſeized and they 
ſaid ſeveral Fire-balls were took about him, they hurricd him away ro the Wach- 
houſe, and there ſheltered him from the People, who otherwiſe had knocked him on 
the Head. More of which perhaps you may ſhortly have an Account off, 

The Lord Craven ſtayed there all the time, and the Duke of Albermaryle came a- 
way about 2 a Clock, but returned about 4 and ftayed till he faw it was quite mas 
ſered, which about G a Clock at Night was conquered, the Wind then being much 
abated, but before it covld be fully Ropped they were fainto Blow up 5 or 6 Houſes 
juſt before a great Wood-yard and a Brew-houſe, upon which ſeveral Engines very 
much played and by the great help and encouragement of the Men by Money and 
Strong-Drink they preſcrved them both: as alſo; a 2uakers Wood-yard near adjoyn- 
ing ; he liberally beſtowed his Mony to all that would work upon which they quickly 
cleared his Yard of all the Timber, Many Poor people were fain tolye in the Church 
and Church-yard, chat Night, with their Goods, having no Friends at preſentto go 
to. On Txeſday Morning ſome began to dig in their Cellars to find what Iron or 
other Things the Fire had not conſumed, ſo in a ſhort time, 'tis not queſtioned, but, 
a true account of the Dead will be given. 

Thus we ſee as we increaſs our Sins God has more Judgments in ſtore for us; God 
grant that every one may amend their Lives and that this may be the laſt Fire thar 
may happento this great City or Suburbs thereot. 
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
